JOURNAL  OF  THE  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE. 


The  New  Hampshire  Annual  Conference  of  the  M.  E.  Church 
commenced  its  thirtieth  session  at  Portsmouth,  May  4th,  1859,  Bishop  Ames 
presiding. 

The  Conference  was  opened  by  the  Bishop  with  the  usual  religious  ser- 
vices, and  the  Lord's  Supper. 

J.  W.  Guernsey  was  elected  Secretary,  and  G.  W.  T.  Eogers  Assistant.

After  the  reading  of  the  journal,  several  brethren  were  introduced. 

Rev.  Dr.  Lamson,  of  Portsmouth,  v/as  introduced  as  a  delegate  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention,  and  presented  the  warmest  greetings  of  that 
body  to  the  Conference. 

The  1st,  7th,  and  11th  questions  were  considered. 

Manchester,  Elm  street,  was  selected  as  the  place  of  the  next  Con- 
ference. 

Various  items  of  Conference  business  occupied  the  time  the  remainder 
of  the  session.

Friday,  May  G.

A  number  of  committees  made  reports,  and  the  general  routine  of  busi- 
ness occupied  the  Conference. 

Several  strangers  were  introduced. 
Thus  passed  the  morning  hour. 

P.  M.    Preaching  by  Rev.  L.  R.  Thayer,  of  the  N.  E.  Conference. 
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Evening.  The  Sunday  School  Anniversary  was  held,  and  addresses 
were  made  by  several  members  of  the  Conference  ;  and  the  exercises  were 
otherwise  of  an  interesting  character. 

Saturday,  May  7. 

Religious  services  by  N.  Culver. 

The  business  of  the  Conference  proceeded  with  great  dispatch,  and  the 
committees  appeared  to  be  generally  ready  to  report. 

The  reports  on  the  Conference  Seminary  and  on  Education  occasioned 
an  animated  discussion,  indicative  of  good  results. 

A  great  amount  of  business  was  done  during  this  session,  of  so  varied  a 
character  that  it  cannot  well  be  reported  here.  At  half-past  twelve  the 
Conference  adjourned,  to  meet  at  seven  o'clock  Monday  morning. 

P.  M.  Funeral  services  on  the  death  of  Benj.  C.  Eastman  and  John  M. 
Blake,  when  addresses  were  made  by  several  brethren  on  the  character  of 
the  deceased.

Sabbath,  May  8. 

A  beautiful  morning  as  ever  dawned  upon  the  world.  The  religious 
services  of  the  day  were  introduced  with  a  love-feast  at  8^  A.M.  At  the 
usual  hour  of  service,  after  a  sermon  by  Bishop  Ames,  the  ordination  of  the 
Deacons  took  place. 

P.  M.  After  a  sermon  by  L.  D.  Barrows,  the  Bishop  ordained  the 
Elders.  Most  of  the  pulpits  in  the  city  were  occupied  by  members  of  the 
Conference. 

In  the  evening,  the  anniversary  of  the  Conference  Missionary  Society 
was  observed,  and  was  an  occasion  of  interest.  Brief  addresses  were  de- 
livered by  several  brethren,  and  thus  closed  a  beautiful,  and  it  is  hoped  a 
profitable  Sabbath. 

Monday,  May  9. 

Conference  opened  at  7  o'clock.  Religious  services  by  L.  D.  Barrows. 
A  large  number  of  items  of  unfinished  business  were  attended  to.  Several 
resolutions  of  thanks  to  various  parties  were  passed. 

The  Bishop  made  some  very  interesting  remarks  relative  to  the  great 
work  to  v/hich  we  were  about  to  separate. 

At  9^  o'clock  the  appointments  were  read  by  the  Bishop,  and  the  Con- 
ference adjourned.

III.  REPORT  AND  RESOLUTIONS. 

The  reports  from  the  stations  within  the  bounds  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Conference,  and  the  statistics  given  in  the  circular  of  the  Sunday  School 
Union  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  afford  us  cheering  evidence  that  God's  smile 
rests  upon  the  labors  of  his  people  in  the  Sunday  School  enterprise. 
Therefore  we  confidently  appeal  to  the  Church  to  continue  their  efforts 
with  still  increasing  devotion,  and  submit  the  following  resolutions  :  — 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Sunday  School  Union  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  by 
the  benevolence,  economy,  and  practical  character  of  its  operations,  con- 
tinues to  commend  itself  to  our  confidence  and  increased  support. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  recent  action  of  Rev.  D.  Wise,  in  providing  a 
volume  for  the  instruction  of  our  youth  on  the  moral  character  and  bear- 
ings of  slavery,  seems  to  us  alike  seasonable,  appropriate,  and  needful. 
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TEMPERANCE. 

The  Committee  on  Temperance  would  respectfully  report  the  following 
resolutions :  — 

Resolved,  That  we  still  recognize  in  the  traffic  in  intoxicating  liquors 
the  prolific  source  of  poverty,  increase  of  taxation,  wretchedness  in  fami- 
lies, irreliglon,  vice,  and  crime ;  thereby  becoming  a  powerful  influence 
antagonistic  to  the  spread  of  the  Christian  religion,  and  of  all  good  enter- 
prises and  reforms  among  men. 

Resolved,  That  we  deeply  regret  the  indifference  and  apathy  existing  in 
our  communities  in  reference  to  this  subject ;  that  the  law  has  not  been 
more  generally  enforced ;  that  it  has  been  so  inefficient  and  powerless 
from  the  want  of  a  healthy  public  sentiment,  and  the  hearty  co-operation 
of  the  people. 

Resolved,  That,  while  men  have  looked  to  legal  coercion  to  stop  the  sale 
and  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  as  a  beverage,  —  as  though  the  law  would 
enforce  itself,  and  accomplish  the  desired  results,  —  7noral  suasion  has  been 
sadly  neglected,  individual  responsibility  has  been  thrown  off,  and  the 
hearts  of  the  people  have  not  been  in  the  work ;  their  consciences  and  sym- 
jmthies  have  not  been  sufficiently  aroused  and  perse veringly  enlisted  in 
this  work  of  reform. 

Resolved,  That,  while  we  bid  Godspeed  to  all  organizations  which  seek 
the  suppression  of  intemperance,  we  welcome  any  efforts  to  a  more  syste- 
matic and  efficient  course  of  action,  founded  on  a  sure  and  permanent 
basis,  as  recently  set  forth  in  "  The  Massachusetts  Temperance  AUiance." 

Resolved,  That,  as  Methodist  ministers,  we  will  continue  unabated  our 
efforts  in  this  cause,  cordially  uniting  with  ministers  of  other  branches  of 
the  Church  of  Christ ;  and  will  earnestly  endeavor,  in  all  suitable  ways, 
to  urge  forward  this  great  reform  to  a  universal  and  glorious  triumph. 


SLAVERY  REPORT. 

Rev.  John  Wesley,  that  true  friend  of  man  and  eminent  servant  of  God, 
said :  "  American  slavery  is  the  sum  of  all  villanies."  This,  we  admit,  is  a 
strong  expression,  hut  who  can  doubt  its  truth  ?  Slavery  is  a  stupendous 
wrong,  a  complication  of  evils  that  has  no  parallel  in  the  history  of  crime 
in  these  United  States.  What  other  form  of  evil  can  compare  with  it  ? 
What  other  is  there  that  is  not  included  in  it,  or  fostered  by  it  ?  The 
heart  sickens  at  the  remembrance  of  its  disgusting  and  terrible  abomina- 
tions. As  we  hate  tyranny,  cruelty,  and  crime,  we  must  and  will  hate 
slavery. 

Following  the  example  of  Wesley,  our  fathers  have  ever  given  unequiv- 
ocal testimony  against  "  the  great  evil  of  slavery  ; "  and  we  inquire,  from 
one  General  Conference  to  another.  What  shall  be  done  for  its  "  extirpa- 
tion ?  "  We  believe  that  the  spirit  of  the  General  Rules  of  our  Church 
is  adverse  to  slaveholdlng,  and  that,  in  the  legislative  acts  of  the  fathers, 
they  sincerely  sought  its  utter  extinction.  We  therefore  believe  that  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  is  constitutionally,  historically,  and  adminis- 
tratively an  anti-slavery  Church ;  but,  as  our  General  Rule  has  been  mis- 
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construed  so  as  to  allow  our  members  to  hold  slaves,  we  think  a  change 
ought  to  be  effected,  so  as  to  make  it  more  explicit,  and  that  this  alteration 
should  be  made  at  our  next  General  Conference. 

We  regret  any  division  in  the  anti-slavery  ranks  in  our  Church  as  to 
measures  (o  be  adopted  ;  for  "  union  is  strength  :  united,  we  stand,  —  di- 
vided, we  fall."  At  our  Annual  Conference  in  1856,  we  proposed  a  change 
in  the  General  Rule  so  that  it  should  read,  "  The  buying,  selling,  or  hold- 
ing of  a  human  being  as  property."  The  Rule  proposed  by  the  Wiscon- 
sin Conference  reads,  "  The  buying,  selling,  or  holding  of  a  human  being 
as  a  slave."  The  Providence  Conference  proposes  the  following  :  "  Slave- 
holding.  The  buying  or  selling  men,  women,  or  children,  with  an  inten- 
tion to  enslave  them."  We  can  heartily  concur  in  either  of  these  pro- 
posed changes  which  the  General  Conference  may  prefer.  With  these 
preliminary  remarks,  your  Committee  would  offer  the  following  resolu- 
tions :  — 

1.  Resolved,  That  we  believe  slaveholding  to  be  an  unmitigated  evil  in 
itself  and  in  its  concomitants  ;  that  it  is  indeed  "  the  sum  of  all  villanies." 

2.  Resolved,  That  it  is  a  curse  to  the  Church  and  the  nation ;  and  that 
we  should,  by  all  prudent  means,  seek  its  utter  destruction. 

3.  Resolved,  That  for  this  end  we  will  exert  our  influence,  and  concur 
in  any  measures  that  will,  in  our  judgment,  effectually  extirpate  "  the  great 
evil  of  slavery  "  from  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 


REPORT  OF  THE  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  CONFERENCE  SEMI- 
NARY AND  FEMALE  COLLEGE. 

Your  Committee  present  the  following  report :  — 

The  beautiful  location  of  this  institution,  together  with  its  fine  and  com- 
modious buildings,  excellent  apparatus,  library,  and  superior  Board  of  In- 
struction, renders  it  one  of  the  most  desirable  schools  in  New  England. 

Notwithstanding  the  financial  severity  of  the  past  year,  we  are  happy 
to  say  that  the  number  of  students  attending  the  institution  has  been  quite 
as  large  as  at  any  former  time.  The  aggregate  by  Terms,  exclusive  of  the 
Primary  Department,  is  543.  Certainly  this  number  speaks  well  for  the 
prosperity  of  the  institution. 

During  the  past  year,  about  forty  of  the  students  have  professed  faith  in 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  ten  young  men  connected  with  the  school  are 
preparing  for  the  ministry. 

With  the  able  Faculty  at  the  head  of  this  institution,  we  have  no  doubt 
of  its  success,  providing,  as  a  Conference,  we  give  it  our  personal  influence. 

The  cheap  and  satisfactory  manner  in  which  the  Boarding  department 
is  conducted,  cannot  fail  to  meet  our  highest  approval. 
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The  present  estimated  value  of  the  entire  property  is  about  $30,000. 

At  our  last  Conference,  it  was  ascertained  that  a  debt  of  nearly  $6,000 
remained  upon  the  institution.  During  the  past  year  this  debt  has  been 
reduced  to  about  $4,000.  To  sweep  away  this  debt  at  once,  and  thus  put 
our  Seminary  beyond  its  crippling  influence,  is  certainly  most  desirable  ; 
and  it  is  hoped  the  Trustees  will,  at  this  Conference,  propose  such  meas- 
ures as  shall  accomplish  this  desirable  end. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  would  present  the  following  resolution 
for  your  adoption  :  — 

Resolved^  That,  as  members  of  this  Conference,  our  confidence  in  the 
Northfield  Seminary  is  unshaken ;  and  that  we  personally  pledge  ourselves 
to  do  what  we  can  to  sustain  the  same  by  securing  to  it  what  students  we 
may,  and  otherwise.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  TRACT  CAUSE. 

The  systematic  distribution  of  religious  tracts  originated  with  Methodism, 
and  has  ever  been  identified  with  her  history.  No  sooner  had  Mr.  Wesley 
commenced  his  great  mission,  than  he  saw  his  inability  to  reach  the  masses 
from  the  pulpit,  and  commenced  the  publication  of  tracts.  Seventeen 
years  before  the  London  Tract  Society  was  formed,  Mr.  Wesley  and  Dr. 
Coke  formed  the  first  Tract  Society  ever  organized  in  the  Christian 
Church.  In  this  country,  thirteen  years  before  the  American  Tract  So- 
ciety was  formed.  Bishop  Asbury  commenced  the  publication  and  distribu- 
tion of  religious  tracts ;  and  from  that  day  to  the  present,  this  work  has 
gradually  been  establishing  itself  in  our  Church.  It  was  not,  however,  till 
1852  that  the  Tract  Society  of  the  M.  E.  Church  was  organized  on  its 
present  basis  by  the  General  Conference.  But  during  these  seven  years 
of  its  existence,  it  has  accomplished  a  great  and  glorious  work.  It  has 
now  a  catalogue  of  five  hundred  separate  tracts,  which  are  circulated,  to  a 
greater  or  less  extent,  in  every  part  of  our  Zion.  The  "  Good  News  "  has 
a  circulation  of  some  forty  thousand,  and  is  increasing  at  the  rate  of  one 
thousand  per  month. 

In  our  foreign  fields,  the  distribution  of  tracts  is  of  the  greatest  impor- 
tance. In  this  way,  mainly,  will  the  work  of  God  be  extended  in  heathen 
lands  for  years  to  come.  Our  missionaries  are  calling  loudly  upon  us  for 
appropriations  to  aid  them  in  the  circulation  of  tracts.  In  our  own  coun- 
try, the  demand  is  imperative  for  far  greater  efforts  in  this  good  work ;  and 
to  carry  it  on  efficiently,  greatly  increased  contributions  are  necessary. 
While,  as  a  Conference,  we  deem  it  unwise  to  employ  a  special  agent,  it 
becomes  a  matter  of  the  highest  importance  that  each  preacher  should  do 
his  whole  duty  in  presenting  the  claims  of  the  Tract  cause  the  coming  year. 
We  therefore  recommend  the  following  resolutions  :  — 

Resolved^  That,  as  ministers  of  Christ,  we  will  give  more  attention  to 
the  demands  of  this  cause  the  coming  year,  by  endeavoring  to  enlist  the 
sympathies  of  our  people  in  its  behalf. 

Resolved^  That  we  will  take  collections  in  all  our  congregations  for  this 
cause  the  coming  year. 

Resolved,  That  we  hereby  appoint  the  President  of  our  Conference 
Tract  Society,  Rev.  E.  Adams,  to  act  as  our  agent  in  the  distribution  of  its 
funds,  and  in  the  general  oversight  of  its  interests. 
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MINISTERIAL  SUPPORT. 

The  Committee  appointed  on  the  subject  of  Ministerial  Support  would 
submit  the  following  report :  — 

Your  Committee  are  happy  in  being  able  to  commence  by  recording 
their  grateful  expression  that,  as  a  Christian  denomination,  we  are  de- 
cidedly advancing  in  our  interest  and  action  in  regard  to  the  com- 
fortable support  of  our  ministry,  and  that,  in  this  respect,  the  "  sons " 
are  so  highly  favored  in  comparison  with  their  "  fathers  ;  "  and  though 
this  advance  may  not  be,  as  yet,  equal  to  the  increased  ability  of  our  peo- 
ple, yet  we  see  abundant  reasons  for  gratitude  in  respect  to  our  present 
condition,  and  hope  touching  our  future  prospects. 

While  we  should,  by  all  suitable  means,  discourage  the  building  up  of  a 
pampered  hierarchy  in  the  Methodist  Church,  and  would  never  hold  out 
inducements  to  men  to  enter  the  "  priest's  office  "  for  a  "  crust  of  bread," 
we  would  at  the  same  time  guard  against  the  opposite  extreme,  and  the 
evils  which  ensue  from  a  neglect  or  unwillingness  to  furnish  our  ministers 
with  a  respectable  and  comfortable  living.  Prominent  among  the  evils 
referred  to,  are  these,  viz. :  The  temptation  such  a  course  presents  to  the 
ministry,  either  to  turn  away  from  the  sacred  calling  altogether,  for  the 
purpose  of  "  serving  tables,"  or  what  may  be  quite  as  injurious,  compro- 
mising the  dignity  and  influence  of  their  ministerial  character  by  worldly 
traffic  and  speculations ;  the  overburdening  solicitude  it  often  brings  upon 
the  minds  of  many  of  our  most  worthy  laborers  in  the  Lord's  vineyard* 
thereby  crushing  their  spirits  and  curtailing  their  labors  and  usefulness  ; 
the  great  damage  it  does  the  Church  in  seriously  lessening  her  appreciation 
of  the  personal  worth  and  Christian  effi^rts  of  those  appointed  by  her  head 
to  minister  at  her  altars  ;  also,  the  disparaging  light  in  which  it  places  our 
ministry,  before  the  eyes  of  other  denominations  and  the  community  at 
large.  In  view  of  these  reflections,  and  the  merits  of  the  general  subject, 
we  would  present  for  your  adoption  the  following  resolutions  :  — 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  all  those  societies  within  our  bounds 
of  doubtful  ability,  anxious  to  secure  more  or  less  ministerial  labor,  to  can- 
vass their  respective  fields  in  a  thorough  manner  in  advance  of  the  session 
of  the  Annual  Conference,  that  they  may  ascertain  what  amount  of  preach- 
ing, if  any,  they  can  creditably  support. 

Resolved,  That  our  Presiding  Elders  be  requested,  at  their  earliest  op- 
portunity after  entering  upon  the  work  of  their  respective  districts,  to 
explain  to  the  people,  so  far  as  it  may  be  necessary,  the  nature  and  extent 
of  the  claims  of  their  ministers  upon  them  for  a  liberal  support ;  and  that 
they  take  especial  pains  to  enlighten,  in  respect  to  their  duty,  all  those 
Quarterly  Conferences  which  have  manifested  a  disposition  to  stereotype 
their  estimates,  and  have  failed  to  see  their  increased  ability  or  the  aug- 
mented expense  of  living,  and  conseciuently  the  increased  demands  of  their 
ministers'  circumstances  for  larger  salaries. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION. 

The  Committee  on  Education  submit  respectfully  the  following  report: — 

The  representations  from  the  several  branches  of  the  Educational  Work 
indicate  a  flourishing  condition  at  the  present  time.  The  existence  of 
these  institutions,  with  their  high  literary  character,  proudly  refutes  the 
charges  of  ignorance  that  have  been  thrown  upon  us  in  the  past.  The 
relation  they  hold  to  the  prosperity  of  our  church,  and  the  conversion,  as 
well  as  education,  of  our  youth,  is  most  important ;  and  the  position  they 
should  occupy  in  the  aifections  and  sympathies,  in  the  thoughts,  and 
efforts,  and  prayers  of  ministers  and  people,  should  correspond  to  their 
high  claims.  We  bespeak,  therefore,  from  all,  heartier  efforts  to  render 
them  more  efficient  in  their  legitimate  work  of  laying  deeper  the  founda- 
tions of  intelligent  piety  in  the  church. 

We  are  glad  to  make  mention  of  the  New  England  Education  Society, 
as  a  comparatively  new  auxiliary  to  the  cause,  well  adapted  in  its  aims 
and  plans  to  supply  a  felt  want  in  the  ministerial  education  of  worthy 
young  men  who  are  unable  to  educate  themselves.  While  it  is  an 
institution  general  in  its  operation,  still  the  benefits  arising  from  an  im- 
partial and  judicious  distribution  of  its  resources  will  not  be  inconsiderable 
to  our  own  Conference.  We  would  recommend  it,  therefore,  as  a  valu- 
able agency  for  the  systematic  bestowment  of  aid  in  an  important  direc- 
tion ;  and  that  efforts  be  made  in  all  our  societies  to  increase  its  funds. 

We  regard  the  Wesleyan  University  as  the  child  of  New  England 
Methodism,  and  still  dear  to  our  hearts.  We  rejoice  in  its  financial  and 
internal  prosperity.  It  worthily  claims  our  patronage  and  sympathies,  by 
reason  of  its  high  literary  character  and  moral  usefulness.  But  we  look 
with  distrust  and  disfavor  upon  the  attempt,  alluded  to  in  its  last  catalogue, 
to  incorporate  with  it  a  Biblical  department,  believing  it  to  be  prejudicial 
to  the  best  interests  of  the  College,  and  also  to  a  distinct  branch  of  the 
educational  work.  Our  Biblical  Institute  was  never  in  a  more  flourishing 
condition.  We  regard  it  as  deserving  our  heartiest  efforts  in  its  behalf. 
The  agitation  in  regard  to  its  removal  is  to  be  deprecated.  W e  believe 
its  present  location  as  good,  on  the  whole,  as  any  in  New  England,  and 
that  a  loss  in  its  financial  resources  and  in  its  usefulness  would  follow  its 
removal. 

Last,  but  not  least,  we  recognize  our  own  Conference  Seminary  as  a 
most  valuable  educational  agency.  As  a  means  directly  our  own,  and  in 
our  midst,  of  raising  the  general  standard  of  education  intrinsically ;  of 
stimulating  our  interest  in  it,  and  exhibiting  our  estimate  of  it ;  and  of 
affording  facilities  for  exerting  a  wide  literary  and  religious  influence 
among  us,  it  appeals  most  urgently  to  this  Conference  to  do  all  in  its 
power  promotive  of  its  influence  and  usefulness. 
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We  submit  the  following  resolutions : — 

Resolved^  That  the  New  England  Education  Society  be  reckoned  among 
our  benevolent  enterprises,  and  entitled  to  an  annual  collection,  so  far  as 
practicable,  in  all  our  churches. 

Resolved^  That  we  are  opposed  to  the  removal  of  the  Biblical  Institute 
from  its  present  location ;  and  that  our  trustees  be  instructed,  in  case  of 
attempts  to  remove  it,  to  prevent  all  property  of  the  Institution  that  can  be 
lawfully  retained  under  its  charter,  from  any  transference  to  another 
location. 

Resolved,  That  we  recognize  the  claims  of  our  Conference  Institution 
to  our  strenuous  and  constant  efforts  to  fill  its  halls  with  students,  and  our 
prayers  for  its  religious,  as  well  as  literary,  success :  and  they  shall  be 
cordially  and  faithfully  given.

BIBLE  CAUSE. 
The  Committee  on  the  Bible  Cause  report  the  following  resolutions  : — 

1.  That  the  "  Bible  Cause,"  as  compared  with  every  other,  is  one  of 
paramount  importance,  inasmuch  as  it  is  the  basis  upon  which  every  other 
good  and  benevolent  cause  rests. 

2.  That  we  heartily  commend  the  course  pursued  by  the  New  Hampshire 
Bible  Society,  in  faithfully  canvassing  the  State,  with  the  intention  of 
putting  the  Bible  into  every  destitute  family,  and  the  New  Testament  into 
the  hands  of  every  child. 

3.  That  in  view  of  the  greatness  of  the  work  of  translating,  publishing, 
and  circulating  the  Holy  Scriptures  throughout  the  whole  world,  we 
ought,  as  a  body  of  Christian  ministers,  to  put  forth  more  vigorous  etforts, 
for  its  support. 


Voted,  That  all  members  of  the  Conference  be  required  to  return  to  the 
Statistical  Secretary  all  moneys  and  statistics  from  their  respective  stations 
on  or  before  the  second  day  of  the  next  session.

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  of  Examination  of  the  Candidates  for 
admission  into  Full  Connection,  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make 
such  arrangements  hereafter  with  the  Committee  of  Appointments  for 
Religious  Services  during  the  Conference  session,  as  to  appropriate  one 
service  for  the  purpos(^  cf  giving  those  candidates  the  privilege  of  relating 
publicly  their  experience  of  conversion  and  call  to  the  work  of  the 
ministry. 
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MEMOIRS. 

Rev.  John  M.  Blake. 

Br.  John  M.  Blake  was  born  in  Sanbornton,  N.  H.,  June  8,  1819.  His 
religious  experience  dates  from  a  camp-meeting  held  in  Alexandria,  N.  H.» 
in  1837;  and  he  immediately  joined  the  M.  E.  Church.  Believing  it  to 
be  his  duty  to  preach  the  gospel,  yet  shrinking  from  the  responsibilities  of 
the  calling,  and  pressed  by  the  feeling  of  his  own  inefficiency,  he  did  not 
enter  into  actual  and  laborious  service  until  1850.  In  that  year  he  re- 
ceived a  license  to  exhort.  In  1851,  at  the  session  of  our  Conference,  held 
at  Bristol,  N.  H.,  he  was  received  upon  trial,  and  appointed  to  Whitefield 
and  Bethlehem.  In  1852,  he  was  appointed  to  East  Haverhill;  in  1853 
and  1854,  to  Gilsum  and  Alstead.  In  1855  he  was  ordained  an  elder,  and 
appointed  to  Cornish.  His  health  failed  at  this  appointment,  and  he  was 
unable  to  complete  the  work  of  the  station.  He  suifered  severely  for  a 
number  of  months  with  disease  of  the  lungs,  but  rallied  sufficiently  to 
preach  a  few  times  before  the  meeting  of  the  Conference  for  1856.  At 
the  Conference  for  1856  he  was  superannuated.  During  1856  and  1857 
he  was  able  to  preach  one  sermon  on  a  Sabbath  for  the  most  of  the  period, 
and  cherished  the  hope  that  he  should  be  able  again  to  enter  with  zeal  and 
strength  the  itinerant  field.  He  preached  in  Bristol  and  Hill  twice  while 
visiting  his  friends  in  Feb.,  1858,  and  these  two  sermons  filled  the  measure 
of  his  work.  It  was  evident  to  himself  that  he  could  not  reliably  cherish 
such  a  hope,  and  he  devoted  his  last  days  to  providing  a  home  for  his 
family.  Before  that  was  accomplished  he  died.  He  had  been  absent  from 
his  home  on  business  at  Windsor,  Vt,  July  24th,  1858.  Returned  home, 
after  eating  his  supper,  he  bled  freely  from  his  lungs,  and  in  half  an  hour 
was  a  corpse.    He  has  left  a  wife  and  three  children. 

Br.  Blake  was  a  good  man,  full  of  the  spirit  of  the  cross,  and  a  success- 
ful preacher.  He  was  loved  wherever  he  labored.  Much  might  be  said 
in  praise  of  him  as  a  Christian  and  a  minister,  a  husband,  and  father,  and 
citizen,  and  friend.  He  was  always  cheerful,  and  spoke  of  dying  as  one 
about  to  take  a  journey.  While  bleeding,  it  was  said  to  him  by  his  wife, 
"  I  fear  that  you  will  die  soon,"  and  he  replied,  "  Well,  if  it  is  the 
Father's  will,  I  am  ready."    He  is  in  peace. 


Rev.  Benjamin  C.  Eastman. 

The  subject  of  this  memoir  was  born  in  Canterbury,  N.  H.,  June  16th, 
1788.  In  early  life,  through  the  influence  of  a  strong  attachment  to 
worldly  pleasures  and  association  with  skeptical  minds,  he  became  an 
unbeliever  in  the  Christian  religion,  and  wandered  many  years  in  the 
darkness  of  infidelity. 

At  the  age  of  34  years,  he  experienced  religion  at  Barnard,  Vt.,  in  a 
gracious  revival,  during  which  several  of  his  skeptical  associates  com- 
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menced  their  religious  course,  who  have  since  been  distinguished  in  the 
church,  prominent  among  whom  was  the  late  Rev.  Jared  Perkins,  of  this 
Conference.  His  conviction  for  sin  was  nearly  overwhelming,  and  his 
conversion  clear  and  convincing.  He  was  unspeakably  filled  with  the 
glory  of  God. 

He  has  often  been  heard  to  say,  in  referring  to  this  event,  "  I  wanted 
to  speak  words  as  big  as  mountains,  to  express  the  fulness  of  my  soul.'* 
Soon  after  being  received  into  full  membership  in  the  M.  E.  Church,  he 
was  licensed  to  preach.  He  continued  to  improve  his  gift  in  public,  as 
opportunity  presented,  until  the  summer  of  1825,  when  he  was  admitted 
upon  trial  into  the  N.  E.  Conference,  with  a  family,  consisting  of  a  wife 
and  four  children.  The  children  survive  him,  but  the  devoted  and 
pious  partner  of  his  early  ministry  was  removed  from  him  to  the  church 
triumphant  in  October,  1832. 

In  October,  1833,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Mary  Warren,  of  Rochet, 
N.  H.,  who,  with  four  of  her  children,  survive  him. 

Father  Eastman  is  remembered  with  pious  affection,  especially  by  the 
senior  members  of  the  churches  in  the  following  places  where  he 
has  lived  and  labored,  viz.,  Barnard  and  Weathersfield,  Yt.,  Unity, 
Claremont,  Marlow,  Lempster,  Northfield,  Rochester,  Deering,  Hen- 
niker,  Grantham,  Enfield,  Newport,  N.  Charlestown,  and  Concord, 
in  N.  H.  In  the  last  named  place  he  resided  during  the  last  fourteen 
years,  with  the  exception  of  about  two  years  spent  in  Deering.  He 
suffered  during  most  of  his  ministry  with  very  poor  health ;  more  than 
one-third  of  the  entire  period  he  has  been  classed  with  the  super- 
annuated. But*  whether  sick  or  well,  he  was  a  man  of  one  purpose 
and  of  one  work.  His  favorite  theme,  whether  in  the  pulpit  or  in  private 
discourse,  was  holiness.  For  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  he  has 
professed,  and  beautifully  illustrated  in  his  life,  the  spirit  and  power  of 
"perfect  love,"  which  "  castetli  out  fear."  His  early  advantages  for  an 
education  were  limited,  a  circumstance  which  greatly  embarrassed 
him  all  through  his  ministry.  But,  though  not  extensively  acquainted 
with  books,  he  studied  the  mind  of  the  spirit,  and  was  as  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  experimental  and  practical  godliness  as  the  most 
profoundly  learned.  These  great  principles,  which  constituted  the 
general  range  of  his  discourses,  he  was  accustomed  to  define  with  much 
perspicuity,  and  illustrate  and  enforce  with  a  great  variety  of  metaphor, 
of  simile,  and  of  striking  incidents.  He  generally  spoke  with  such  an 
emotion  and  power  of  the  spirit  as  to  impress  his  hearers  with  the  senti- 
ment—  he  was  a  man  of  God,  in  earnest  for  their  salvation,  Ilis  last 
sickness  was  very  severe,  and  lasted,  with  slight  abatements,  about  nine 
weeks.  During  all  this  period,  he  enjoyed  constant  peace  of  mind  and  a 
realizing  faith.  When  asked  by  a  brother  in  the  ministry  at  one  time, 
after  a  severe  paroxysm  of  pain,  about  the  state  of  his  mind,  he  replied, 
"  Clinging  to  the  Book."    At  another  time,  he  said,  "  Built  upon  the 
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foundation  of  the  prophets  and  apostles,  Jesus  Christ  himself  being  the 
chief  corner  stone."  Such  was  the  nature  of  his  disease,  however,  that  he 
was  not  permitted  to  triumph  at  the  last  as  he  desired.  He  would  often 
exclaim,  "  O,  I  want  to  triumph !  "  But,  so  soon  as  his  mind  became 
unusually  exercised  with  religious  thought  and  emotion,  he  would  be 
thrown  into  violent  paroxysms  of  pain.  On  one  occasion,  said  a  friend  to 
him,  "  You  will  triumph  by  and  by."  "  Yes !  "  he  exclaimed,  "  when 
mortality  shall  be  swallowed  of  life." 

In  this  state  of  mind  he  continued,  until  the  silver  cord  was  loosened, 
the  golden  bowl  broken,  and  his  waiting  spirit  passed  to  the  world  im- 
mortal. This  event  took  place  at  Concord,  July  12th,  1858,  at  the  age  of 
threescore  and  ten  years. 

Of  Father  Eastman,  it  may  be  said  as  of  Barnabas,  Acts  xi.  24.  He 
was  a  good  man,  and  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  of  faith;  and  much 
people  was  added  to  the  Lord.
